Sniper Suspects Reunited 


MANASSAS, VA. | Lee Boyd Malvo took the 
Fifth Amendment at a hearing Wednesday 
for John Allen Muhammad that brought the 
sniper suspects together for the first time 
since their arrests 11 months ago. 

Malvo, dressed in a collared shirt and 
khakis instead of his usual green jail jump- 
suit, generally avoided eye contact with 
Muhammad during the five to 10 min- 
utes he was in the courtroom. In the few 
moments that he looked at Muhammad, 
Malvo remained expressionless; Muhammad 


stared at Malvo while he was on the stand. 

Malvo, with his lawyer by his side at 
the witness stand, answered perfunc- 
tory questions about his name, age and 
place of birth before invoking his right to 
remain silent when asked by Prince William 
Commonwealth’s Attorney Paul Ebert if he 
knew Muhammad. 

Muhammad’s lawyers unsuccessfully tried 
to stop Malvo’s appearance, calling it a “cha- 
rade” to stir interest in the case before the trial 
is to begin Oct. 14. matthew barakat (ap)

FBI investigators pursue 
leads from White House 

WASHINGTON I White House officials began 
combing telephone logs and other records 
Wednesday while the FBI assembled senior 
agents for the politically delicate task of ques- 
tioning senior members of President Bush’s 
staff about the leak of a CIA undercover offi- 
cer’s identity. 

The FBI’s first task will be to determine how 
many government officials were privy to the 
officer’s identity and knew it was classified, a 
number that could be in the hundreds. 

In Congress, Democrats and Republicans 
sparred over whether a special counsel should 
be appointed to investigate. Democrats con- 
tend an agency headed by Bush appointees 
cannot adequately investigate the admin- 
istration, a claim Republicans have labeled 
politically motivated. 

Investigators want to find out who leaked 
the name of a CIA officer married to for- 
mer Ambassador Joseph C. Wilson, who had 
accused the Bush administration of manip- 
ulating intelligence to exaggerate the threat 
posed by Iraq. The officer’s name, Valerie 
Plame, first appeared in a July 14 story by 
syndicated columnist Robert Novak, and 
she later was identified by Newsday as an 
undercover officer, curt anderson (ap)

Silo Explosion Kills Two 
Firefighters, Injures Others 

An explosion blew the top off a 
burning silo at a lumber company 
Wednesday, killing two firefight- 
ers who were trying to prevent the 
blast and injuring nine other peo- 
ple, authorities said.

Leading GOP recall 
candidate riding 
high on positive polls 

SACRAMENTO, CALIF. | Buoyed by 
a new poll that has him leading 
all recall candidates less than a 
week before the election, Arnold 
Schwarzenegger on Wednesday 
outlined what the first 100 days of 
a Schwarzenegger administration 
would look like. 

The actor repeated a number of 
pledges made earlier in his cam- 
paign. On his first day in office, he 
said, he would repeal the tripling of 
the state car tax, then move to have 
the state budget audited and call a 


special session of the legislature to 
deal with spending cuts. 

The address came a day after a 
new Los Angeles 
Times poll showed 
Schwarzenegger 
had support 
from 40 percent 
of likely voters. 
Democrat Lt. Gov. 
Bustamante had 
32 percent, and Republican state 
Sen. Tom McClintock 15 percent. 

The poll also showed the effort 
to oust Democratic Gov. Gray Davis 
succeeding, 56 percent to 42 percent. 
That marked a shift from a Sept. 
12 Times poll that showed recall 
support stalling, jim wasserman (ap)

Wesley Clark, a retired Army 


general who entered the race Sept. 
17, called the remarks “hateful and 
ignorant speech.” Front-running 
candidate Howard 
Dean, a former 
Vermont governor, 
followed up with 
his own assessment 
— “absurd and offen- 
sive.” 

Before McNabb 
led the Eagles to a 23-13 victory 
over the Buffalo Bills on Sunday, 
Limbaugh said on ESPN’s pre-game 


show that he didn’t think McNabb 
was as good as perceived. 

“I think what we’ve had here is 
a little social concern in the NFL. 
The media has been very desirous 
that a black quarterback do well,” 
Limbaugh said. “There is a little 
hope invested in McNabb, and he 
got a lot of credit for the performance 
of this team that he didn’t deserve. 
The defense carried this team.”

U.S. soldier killed in 
roadside bombing 
near Ameriean base 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraqi police opened 
fire Wednesday in the heart of the 
capital to disperse protesters com- 
plaining of corruption in the distri- 
bution of scarce jobs. 

After protesters set two cars 
ablaze, police opened fire, send- 
ing demonstrators, motorists and 
pedestrians scurrying for cover. 

At least one policeman was 
seen firing his pistol directly 
into the crowd; witnesses said 


two people were injured. 

In the northern city of Mosul, 
police also fired warning shots 
in the air to disperse hundreds of 
jobless Iraqis who marched to an 
employment office and City Hall 
to demand work. There were no 
reports of injuries, but protesters 
in Mosul also claimed they had 
been forced to pay bribes for jobs 
that never materialized.

Fence to Cut Into West Bank 


Bush administration 
likely to reduce loan 
guarantees to Israel 

JERUSALEM | Israel decided 
Wednesday to extend a part- 
ly built security barrier around 
much of the West Bank, including 
several sections aimed at shielding 
Jewish settlements, condemned by 
Palestinians as a major land grab. 
To appease the United States 

— which opposes extending the 
barrier deep into the West Bank 

— the new sections will for now 
be disconnected from each other 
and from existing barrier sections 
built closer to Israel’s pre-1967bor-

Meanwhile, the U.S. State 
Department has notified Congress

A letter to Rep. Henry J. Hyde 
of Illinois, the chairman of the 
House International Relations 
Committee, does not specify if the 
reductions would be punishment 
for expanding settlements on the 
West Bank, building a security 
fence or both. 

“No final decision has been 
made concerning the amount of the 
deductions,” Assistant Secretary of 
State Paul V. Kelly wrote in the let- 
ter, which was obtained Wednesday 
by the Associated Press, (ap) 


Civilians Flee From Monrovia Gunfight 


MONROVIA, LIBERIA | Gunfire and 
explosions erupted in Liberia’s capi- 
tal Wednesday even as a new U.N. 
peace mission took control, with 
insurgents and government forc- 
es clashing as a rebel leader tried to 
make his way into Monrovia. 

The firefight, which lasted at 
least 20 minutes and sent thou- 
sands of civilians running in panic, 
marked the most serious clash in 
Monrovia since an interim West 


African peace force moved into 
the capital on Aug. 4. 

The battle, coming one day after 
the last U.S. forces withdrew from 
the city, broke out as top rebel leader 
Sekou Conneh made his first entry 
into Monrovia to meet with new 
President Moses Blah. Conneh ’s 
entrance set off tensions in the capi- 
tal, still divided into rebel and gov- 
ernment zones. There was no word 
of any injury to Conneh. (ap) 


U.S. Presides Over 
Security Council 
For Next Month 

UNITED NATIONS I The United 
States took over the presidency 
of the U.N. Security Council on 
Wednesday, a stroke of good tim- 
ing as it campaigns for approval of 
a new resolution aimed at getting 
more countries to contribute troops 
and money to Iraq. 

U.S. Ambassador John 
Negroponte began his month- 
long presidency by distributing 
the revised text of the resolution to 
the other four veto -wielding coun- 
cil nations — Russia, China, France 
and Britain. He also held separate 
meetings with some of the elected 
nonpermanent members. 

The permanent members were 
divided over the U.S. -led war and 
remain divided over the next steps 
in Iraq, (ap)

Razali Ismail 
met with Suu Kyi, a 1991 winner of 
the Nobel Peace Prize, at her lake- 
side home, where she is under house 
arrest.

S. Korea Sets Terms 
For Helping in Iraq 


SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA | South Korea 
would like to see positive steps 
toward ending the standoff over 
North Korea’s nuclear program 
before deciding on sending troops 
to Iraq, South Korea’s president said 
Wednesday. 

Last month, the United States 
asked its ally South Korea to dis- 
patch thousands of combat troops 
to Iraq to help American forces. 

“Prior to making any deci- 
sion on the troop dispatch, it is 
extremely important to arrive at 
a positive outlook for and convic- 
tion in peace and stability on the 


Korean Peninsula,” President Roh 
Moo-hyun said in a speech mark- 
ing Armed Forces Day. 

Roh also appealed to North 
Korea to work to resolve the nuclear 
dispute. “I again urge the North to 
abandon its nuclear development 
and come onto the path toward 
peace and coexistence,” he said. 

Sending troops to Iraq has 
evoked mixed responses in South 
Korea. Demonstrators staged vio- 
lent protests when Seoul sent 675 
non- combat troops to assist in the 
U.S.-led reconstruction of Iraq ear-

TEHRAN I Iran wants to prevent 
its nuclear program from facing 
scrutiny before the U.N. Security 
Council, Foreign Minister Kamal 
Kharrazi said Wednesday — the 
strongest indication yet that his 
government intends to meet an 
Oct. 31 deadline to prove it is not 
building atomic weapons. 

But Kharrazi also reiterated 
Iran’s long-standing position that 
it has the right to develop its nucle- 
ar program, which it says is meant 
for generating electricity and not 
for building arms. 

The International Atomic 
Energy Agency imposed the 
deadline last month to pressure 
Iran to prove that its program is 
peaceful by signing a protocol to 
allow unfettered inspections of its 
sites. Failure to satisfy the IAEA, 
the U.N. nuclear watchdog, could 
result in the issue being referred to 
the U.N. Security Council for pos- 
sible sanctions. 

An IAEA team is expected 
to arrive in Iran on Thursday.

Plans call for the probe to exam- 
ine mobilization of company and 
contract repair crews, as well as 
response to customers, elected offi- 
cials and news media inquiries.

Redskins Win 
The Name Game 


Judge reverses ruling, 
giving team exclusive 
right to market logo 

PRO FOOTBALL I A federal judge 
has overturned a ruling revoking 
the Washington Redskins trade- 
mark, finding there was insuffi- 
cient evidence to conclude that the 
name is disparaging to American 
Indians. 

U.S. District Judge Colleen 
Kollar-Kotelly issued the ruling 
in connection with a 1999 deci- 
sion by a panel of the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office. But she also 
made clear that her ruling does 
not address the issue of whether 
the name “Redskins” actually is 
offensive to Indians. 

If the team lost, it could have 
been stripped of the exclusive rights 
to market the Redskins name. Pro- 
Football, Inc., the company that 
owns the Redskins, said that would 
cause massive financial losses. 


The lawsuit began in 1992 
when seven American Indians, 
led by Suzan Shown Harjo, asked 
the trademark 
office to cancel six 
trademarks con- 
taining the word 
“Redskin.” In 1999, the 
Trademark Trial and Appeal 
Board granted a petition to can- 
cel the team’s trademark registra- 
tions because of a federal law, the 
Lanham Act, prohibiting register- 
ing “disparaging” names. 

Harjo said she hoped this would 
lead Daniel Snyder, the Redskins’ 
majority owner, to change the team 
nickname, although he had pledged 
not to do so regardless of the out- 
come of the case. 

Michael Lindsay, a lawyer for 
Harjo and the other petitioners, 
said his clients would consider an 
appeal, sam hananel (ap)

M U S I C I The passionate and influential sing- 
er knows as Googoosh (but born Fa-egheh 
Atashin to Azerbaijani parents in Tehran) 
could once sashay onstage in a daring “mini- 
joup” and start near riots as Iranian girls 
clamored to dress like her. She could chop 
off her hair and the barber shops of Tehran 
would overflow with hacked- off tresses. 

She was the star of many movies, includ- 
ing some described (by admittedly biased 
reports) as “erotic.” Her strong, classical 
face was everywhere, her voice equally 
ubiquitous. 

When revolution toppled Iran’s secular 
government, the country’s most beloved per- 
former calmly went home and shut up. 

For 21 years. 

Googoosh has not only climbed out of her 
homeland seclusion and back onstage, but 
she’s touring the world, reviving the glorious 
Persian pop songs for which she was famous 
as well as a new style which, she says, “com- 
bines rock with baroque and jazz.” 

Googoosh’s mere presence in this country 
— the result of the loosening of cultural stric- 
tures over the past two years — is cause for 
rejoicing in two realms. Politically, because 
the freedom to make a joyful noise should 
be a universal one, and musically, because 
music is the point. 

Whatever she sings — pop, baroque or 
jazz — it is bound to be glorious. Googoosh’s 
voice is as plangently sweet as it is stridently 
commanding stridency, which is to say that 
the Middle East’s aural arabesques meet 
sturdy Russian folk in this one resilient 
woman’s song, (express)

Presidents change, 
but Merle Haggard’s 
blunt talk endures 

MUSIC I Not many giants from the 
golden age of country music are 
still touring; fewer still are playing 
club dates. 

Merle Haggard’s annual 
Birchmere appearance offers a 
rare opportunity to hear a honky- 
tonk hero up close. 

Haggard has been hitting the 
road with his crack band, the 
Strangers, for four decades. And 
though he’s had a slew of hits and 
has been inducted into the Country 
Music Hall of Fame — where his 
Ronald Reagan -signed burglary- 
conviction pardon now hangs — 
he’s always been something of an 
outsider, a rugged individualist in

an industry of trendspotters and 
yes-men. 

Still going strong. Hag waxed 
some of the finest performances 
of a storied career for 2000’s “If I 
Could Only Fly” and 200l’s “Roots:

His voice, now worn and cracked, 
suits his fatalistic new single “That’s 
the News.” A rueful criticism of glib 
media coverage of the conflict in 
Iraq, the song observes that a war 
isn’t over if there are “soldiers in the 
desert sand still clinging to a gun.” 

The song has produced a fire- 
storm of controversy, with hawks 
demanding to know what side the 
voice behind the Silent Majority 
anthem “Okie From Muskogee” 
now finds himself on. 

If it’s sometimes hard to pin 
Haggard down, that’s because he’s 
a humanist, not an ideologue. In his 
America, airy deals never trump the 
people they’re supposed to serve.

MUSIC I It’s not like us to get senti- 
mental. We fancy ourselves hard- 
ened young skeptics, free of the fet- 
ters of nostalgia — cold, clean and 
future -minded. 

But Fleetwood Mac is playing 
in town again. 

Never mind that singer- song- 
writer Christine MeVie (often 
known as The Chick in Fleetwood 
Mac Who Isn’t Stevie Nicks) has left 
the band for what couldn’t possibly, 
at this point, be greener pastures. 
Never mind those weird years in the 
early ’90s wherein the Mac hired 
a couple of manly, unremarkable 
bellowers to do the singing. Never 
mind “Tusk.” Well, we always kind 
of liked “Tusk.” 

Fleetwood Mac’s sunny, torment- 


ed, country-jangly and witchy-cool 
sound is either utterly unique or so 
echt- Southern California that its 
very existence is redundant. 

The band made the great- 
est breakup record of all time 
(“Rumours”), although it was less 
about he-said/she-said romantic 
issues than the kind of aesthetic 
confusion that occurs when cre- 
ative collaborations go south. 

If the SoCal party went dark 
in the last ’70s, at least Fleetwood 
understood that it was time to move 
on. So it made a record that tasted 
like Chardonnay gone vinegary and 
proceeded to soldier on. 

Its latest, “Say You Will,” is full 
of heavenly harmonies and the 
spooky pop numbers in march- 
time that mark the group’s best 
efforts.

Early fall just isn’t complete with- 
out pumpkin ice cream.

York Castle also has a new shop on 
Baltimore Avenue in Beltsville. 

You’re right. 

I love dark restaurants. Can you 
suggest a not-too-expensive, dark 
restaurant in D.C.? 

The Little Fountain Cafe in 
Adams Morgan is so dark (“How 
dark is it, Tom?”) that I once saw 
a woman’s menu ignite when she 
held it too close to a votive in order 
to read the list. 

I went to Meskerem on Sunday and 
found the food to be all right. But 
I’m curious: Is the 
bread supposed 
to be served luke- 
warm or cold? And 
can you suggest 
an Ethiopian res- 
taurant that might 
be better than 
Meskerem (I sup- 
pose there might be a better one)? 

The pleasantly sour, pancake - 
like bread is called injera and should 
be served room temperature, not 
cold. I’ve always found Meskerem 
to be one of the more hospitable 
Ethiopian restaurants, but you 
might also check out Fasika across 
the street and Dukem (with a mostly 
Ethiopian clientele) on U St. 

How offensive is it to request salt 
when dining out? 

There’s no harm in asking for a 
salt shaker in most places. (Better 
to need more seasoning than less, in 
my opinion.) I have noticed a trend, 
incidentally, of restaurants not put- 
ting out salt. Not sure why.

MUSIC I Trumpeter Terence 
Blanchard sailed into the world’s 
eye with help from numerous pow- 
erful headwinds — vibraphonist 
Lionel Hampton’s, Art Blakely’s 
and those of celebrity-jazzbo 
Wynton Marsalis. 

But Blanchard broke from 
the people-pleasing, easy-going 
eclecticism of Marsalis’s sound 
— the sound with which he was 
most identified — and branched 
out to bebop, his spiky, argumen- 
tative horn creating contentious, 
intelligent conversation rather 
than bubble -bath meditation. 

Once the “young lion” gained 
himself a reputation for exploring 
the riskier end of hard bop, he was 
conscripted to write Rim scores for 
a number of Spike Lee movies. 

His shrieking, sobbing, squall- 
ing horn sometimes drowns out the 
piercing verbal cruelties in “Do the 
Right Thing,” and a parody of sul- 
try porn-jazz curdles the sensuous- 
ness of the central affair in “Jungle 
Fever.” 

Despite the brush with 
Hollywood, Blanchard still com- 
poses and records. Lions, after all, 
are known to get very hungry.

when Figs Fly 


C 0 0 K I N G I Figs, with their sweet, soft 
flesh and intriguing edible seeds, 
have been a cherished, sometimes 
even sacred food since biblical 
times. But nowadays, fig season 
can fly by unnoticed. Maybe it’s 
because so many other late -sum- 
mer and early-fall fruits are vying 
for our attention. But from now to 
the end of October, it’s worth paus- 
ing to savor the fig in its delicate, 
perishable state. 

There are hundreds of varieties, 
but two dominate the orchard: Black 
Mission figs, which were brought 
here by the Franciscans, and the 
Calimyrna, which were originally 
grown in Turkey as the Smyrna fig. 


and later renamed after California. 
The skin of the fully ripe Black 
Mission fig is deep purplish black 
and the flesh a gorgeous magenta. 
The Calimyrna has a green skin and 
white flesh, and a nuttier flavor. 

Don’t be put off if the skins 
have small cracks — that means 
they are bursting with sweetness. 
Select fruits that give slightly when 
gently pressed. If they are too soft, 
they are past their prime. It’s best 
to use them soon, although they 
can be refrigerated for as long as 
three days. And don’t peel them — 
cooking softens the skin, and much 
of the color is concentrated there.

What kind of effect is your deter- 
rent campaign having on down- 
loads? Have you seen a drop in 
peer-to-peer exchanges? 

We’re most interested in how the 
legitimate sites fare in the face of 
P2P systems that are offering mil- 
lions of illegal files. There’s been 
a migration to these services, and 
we believe that this trend will con- 
tinue. There’s also been a dramatic 
increase in people’s awareness that 
stealing music is illegal. 

Has the RIAA seriously considered 
that consumers feel ripped off? 

The price of CD players has plum- 
meted since their introduction; CD 
prices have not. People are expect- 
ed to pay $18 for a disc that has 
maybe three good songs with the 
other 15 being filler. 

In comparison to free, it’s under- 
standable that any price feels too 
much. Many people are under the 
misconception that CDs are just 
the cost of the plastic. In reality, 
creating an album involves record- 
ing costs, session musicians, studio 
time, and marketing and promot- 
ing the album. 

How and with what authority is the 
RIAA gaining access to people’s 
computers to know that they have 
these files? 

The RIAA searches for P2P 
users offering copyright music 
files to millions of other users. 
When you offer files for upload on 
a P2P system, you are opening up 
your computer to millions of people. 
The RIAA only searches for people 
offering infringing music files — we 
search the P2P systems just like any 
other user can.
